Webster Davis Speaks 
for the Boers, 


England’s Aspiration is to Own 


British Soldiers Violate the White 
and Red Cross Flags. 


Buller’s Acceptance of Burgher’s Offer 
to Bury the Dead—How the Fight 
for Spionkop Was Fought 

and Won. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 8—An im- 
mense audience gathered at the Grand 
Operahouse tonight to listen to an 
address on the war in South Africa 
from the Hon. Webster Davis, ex-As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior, who 
has just returned to the United States 
from that country. Every available 
bit of standing room in the operahouse, 
the largest auditorium in Washington, 
was filled with auditors, who paid 
close attention to every word uttered 
by the speaker and manifested their 
appreciation of his telling points with 
frequent and generous applause. Sim- 
ple decorations of the United States 
flag, the red, white and biack bars 
with the field of green, the emblem 
of the Boera, were suspended over the 
stage. A score or more of public 
men, mainly Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, occupied seats on the 
stage and.in the audience. 

Mr. Davis was introduced by P. T. 
Moran, the chairman of the Executive 
Committee, who made a few introduc- 
tory remarks. Mr. Davis delivered 
his fn an off-hand, easy style, 


and 


Mr. Davis, “are among pioneers 
of freedom—heroes of civil and relig- 
They were the torch- 
bearers the thway for 
civilization through the eval -for- 
eats of the sowthern part of that great 
‘Dark Continent’ which has been the 
marvel: of the ages. No country in 
the world contains a nobler race of 
men and women. It was and is their 
unconquerable love for liberty that has 
caused all their troubles.” 

Mr. Davis entered upon an exhaus- 
tive review of the relations between 
the Boers and the British government 
from the time of the absorption of 
Cape Colony to the present. England's 
acquisition of the diamond fields at 
Kimberley, Mr. Davis characterized as 
a traneaction without a parallel ‘“‘for 
cupidity, dishonor and injustice.” 

“It was after the discovery of gcld 
in the Transvaal,” Mr. Davis said, 
“that the British government deter- 


control of the richest gold fields in 
the world, as it had before secured the 
richest diamond fields. That this is 
the real cause for the present war no 
one can doubt, who will but Haten to 
the frequent remark made by English- 
men in Sovwth Africa, as well as in 
Engiand, that ‘the gold mines in the 
Transvaal are worth fichting for, and 
we are going to keep on fighting until 
we get them.’ 

“No flimesler pretext for robbery and 
murder ever emanated from the wick- 
edest Cabinet in Furope in its palmiest 
days, than the British demand for a 
five-year franchise in the South African 
Republic. If this demand were 
granted, not an Englishman in the 
Transvaal would renounce allegetance to 
the Queen and swear eternal allegiance 
to the government of the South African 
Republic ae against the British gov- 
ernment. The idea was to obtain the 
power to control the government of 
the republic, and at the same time re- 
main British subjects. For the Boere 
to comply with these demands of the 
Rritish government would have meant 
the sacrifice of every vestige of ersen- 
tial sovereignty belonging to the Trans- 
vaal as an independent republic. 

Roere have been greatly abused 
by the British, because, it is alleged, 
they began the war. In other words. 
the Boers were too hasty: they would 
not wait until all the British troops 
had arrived in South Africa. Who ever 

ra of such nonsense? That great 
civilized nation of 400,000.000 of people 
is complaining because the people ot 
the two little republics, who don’t num- 
ber all ‘told more than 200.000 people, 
including men. women and children, tn- 
sisted upon issuing their ultimatum, 
and then rnroceeded to give battle be- 
fore the British hoets should arrive. 
Why. on the Boer side. all told. there 
were not more than 30.000 men. and these 
had but a few inferior cannon and no 
bayonets or swords at all. Practically 
the only arms they had were Mauser 
h 

“We have seen many charges made 
by British officers and British newsna- 
ner correspondents that the Boers have 
frequentiv outraged the white fiag and 
the Red Cross flag. investigation, 
not only among the Roers themsc'ves, 
but among the 4000 British prisoners, 
including the officers, who were at Pre- 
torta, en we were there, we learned 
that these charges weer absolutely un- 
founded. On the contrary, we did learn 
that this was a set-up job to deceive 
not only the peonle of Great Britain at 
home, but to deceive the: people of 
other civilized countries. The truth is, 
and I defy contradiction, that the Brit- 
ish soldiers themselves are the parties 
who violated manv of the rules of civi- 
lized warfare. and frequentiv ftenored 
the white flag. erd aleo the Red Croes 
flag. Tt was my forture to witness some 
of these scenes mveelf.” 

Mr. Davia deacribed the storming of 
Spionkop bv the Boers after the British 
hd occupied it. and his own visit to 
the battlefield several days later. 

“When the fight began,” he said, “a 
giant Boer, in the prime of strength 
and manh was seen ’ 


carrying a 
small Boer flag. In a short time he fell, 


to rise no more. Then an ol4 white. 


mined to seek a pretext for obtaining. 
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atin 


banner and, waving it, his com- 
rades on. With flowing hair and flash- 
ing eyes, the old rushed on, but 


aloft and pushed on. A mighty shout 
arose from the Boers as saw that 
gallant deed, and with renewed courage 
they made a fearful charge, Following 
the flag, they rushed like an avalanche 
over the British trenches, and Spionkop 
was won. 

“Gen. Burghers, the Boer commander, 
had made repeated attempts to secure 
cessation of artillery fire, that the dead 
might be buried, but for several] days 
without success. Finally Gen. Buller ac- 


cepted the 1 to bury the 
Britton dead, ‘offered to pay the 


“Gen. Burghers regarded this reply 
as an insult,” Mr. Davis asserted, “but 
nevertheless concluded to bury the 
British dead. Then I visited the top of 
Spionkop, and saw the most horrible 
sight that could be imagined. Upon 
every hand were helmets, belts, can- 
teens, bayonets and wearing apperel, 
scattered about, covered with clotted 
blood. We saw feet and hands protrud- 
ing there, together, all swollen, and the 
skin burst asunder, while the rest of 
the body was covered with a thin coat- 
ing of earth. The explanation was that 
these poor British soldiers had been 
buried by their comrades under only a 
few inches of dirt. In other places we 
saw scores of dead British soldiers ly- 
ing on the top of the ground. just where 
they had fallen, no attempt having 
been made to bury them. 

“As we descended from the hill, we 
met the Boers going up to 

British dead who had Roe 
neglected by their own comrades 
cormanders, who amuse themselves 
by calling the Boers savages. 

“Ae citizens of the greatest republic 
in the world, with which side should we 
sympathize? I say our sympathies 
should go out to that brave little 
band of patriots who are struggling to 
keep alive forever the fires liberty 
upon the altars of those two young 
republics.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Davis's ad- 
dress, P. Louter Wessels. special com- 
missioner from the South African re- 
publics, made a brief address. 

Then Chairman Moran offered a series 
of resolutions expressing “our deep and 
heartfelt svmpathy for the heroic pa- 
triots of the South African republics 
In their immortal fight for their homes 
and liberty, and our admiration of thei- 
indom'table courage and unexampled 
heroiem in their wonderful strugetie 
against the British enemies of republi- 
can government;” commending the 
Washington Post for its work in beha!lf 
of the South African republics; thank 
Ing Mr. Davie for his eloquent and 
masterful presentation of the struggie 
between the Boers and the British, and 
men oy him applause for his “manty 
cou in taking the lecture platform

NO PERSONAL EXHIBIT FOR 
MAUD ADAMS.

NEW YORK, April 8.—Capt. A. H. 
Mattox, press representative of the 
United States Commission to the Paris 
Exposition, said today: 

“The $150,000 gold statue of Maud 
Adams, the actress, typifying “The 
American Girl,’ will not be exhibited 
at the Paris Exposition.

SPLENDID RESCUE OF A MAN 
OVERBOARD. 


{Ainslee’s Magazine:] Notwithstand- 
ing their hard lives and their “close- 
ners,"" the larger number of tramp 
skippers treat their crews with great 
humanity.

The captain told about the event 
thus: “Our cong | hope in saving him 
lay tin picking him up with the ship, 
for no boat could live in the sea that 
was running.

He had the buoy that the 
second officer had thrown to him un- 
der his arms, and his body was well 
out of water. I' determined to save 
him if he could hold out, and I could 
fetch him alongside. We missed him 
the first time, and he was carried 
around the bow to the port side. 
kept shouting, and we answered back. 
We were going ahead a bit when he 
was whirled to starboard. 

“As the night had well set in, we 
soon lost him, but I turned on the 
bridge and got the bearing of his voice 
by a star. I kept that star in sight, 
and put the helm hard astarboard, and 
bore down In the direction of the star. 
We had lost his voice altogether, but 
as we steamed toward the eétar we 
heard it faintly. We caught sicht of 
him too late to pick him up as we 
steamed past, so we came up with the 
wind again, with the bo’s'n on our port 
hand. We steamed slowly, so that the 
men ranged along the port rail, each 
with a lifeline or a buoy, had a chance 
at him.

MANILA, April 8&—{By Manila Ca- 
ble.} Reports of encounters between 
the Americans and insurgents con- 
tinued to arrive from many points. 
Friday Capt. Sturgis, while reconnoi- 
tering, struck an insurgent outpost on 
the Novaliches road, five miles distant 
from Manila, killing two men and cap- 
turing ten. All were in full uniform. 


Unfortunately, Capt. Sturgis’s force 
was not large enough to pursue the 
main body. 


A detachment of the Forty-second 
Infantry, while scouting in Laguna 
province, was pursued by the insur- 
gents and obliged to take refuge in a 
church at Paeto, where the Americans 
repelled the rebels until reinforced. 
Lieut. Gordon, ‘with a company of the 
Sixteenth Infantry, while scouting near 
Aparri, Cagayan province, engaged 260 
insurgents. Lieut. Gordon was wounded. 

A sergeant and a corporal of Com- 
pany I, Bighteenth Infantry, were 
killed in a severe fight in Capiz prov- 
ince, Island of Panay. 

The insu:gents made a night attack 
upon Caibayon, Island of Samar. They 
killed the sentry; swarmed into the 
town, and searched the house of Maj. 
Gilmore of the Forty-third Infantry, 
who was absent. They kilied his cook. 
Ultimately the Americans drove them 


Luzon, has made several requests for 
reinforcements, representing that his 
force is inadequate; that the men are 
exhausted by the necessity of constan:

It is not altogether unknown that 
persons condemned upon circumstan- 
tial evidence have ‘been regarded by 
the community as innocent victims of 
the law. This*vas the popular ver- 
dict as against the jury's verdict in a 
case occurring eighty-five yeas ago in 
London. The accused, Eliza Fanning, 
22 years old, was a domestic servant, 
She prepared a meal by which the 
whole family was poisoned from arsenic 
contained in it. She herself partook 
of part of it, but after the others were 
taken ill, and suffered in her turn. 
This circumstance was used both for 
and against her. She had access to a 
drawer in which arsenic was kept, and 
this, with certain contradictions in her 
testimony and the fact that she had 
tried to prevent one of the apprentices 
of the family, for whom she might be 


of the poisoned food—which, however, 
he persisted in doing—was about all 
there was against her. Nevertheless, 
the jury, against some of the best 
opinions, legal and other, of the time, 
found her guilty and she was executed. 
Heer y lay, as it were, in state in 
her humble home, near High Holborn, 
for five days, and was viewed by an 
immense throng. A funeral proces- 
sion, in which the pall was borne ,by 
six young women robed in white, at- 
tended it to the grave. Sir Samuel 
Romilly recorded his belief in her In- 
nocence, and the eloquent Curran de- 
claimed on the injustice of her fate. 
Nothing was ever discovered to solve 
the doubts of her guilt or innocence, 
and the author last quoted classes the 
case among his judicial problems. 
When the accused in olden times was 
a person of rank and influence, It took 
stronger evidence to hang him than it 
did to do away with a poor servant 
maid. The grandfather of the poet 
Cowper, who belonged to @ powerful 
family, was placed on trial years 
ago for the murder of a young Quaker 
lady, who was sionately attached to 
him before a after his marriage to 
another. It wes very conclusively 
roved that they left_he mother’s 
ouse together late one night, and next 
morning she was found drowned. His 
account of his motives for certain im 
portant acts was contradictory, and he 
had what poor Eliza Fanning had not 
—a motive for such a crime. But th» 
jury gave him the benefit of the doubt 
and acquitted him. He was subse- 
quently raised to the bench, and it is 
pleasant to know that in his judictal 
career he was distinguished for cau- 
tion and mercy—qualities to which In 
his jury he may have owed his own 
e nd that he did not. like Gil. 
bert’s “Old Smatiey,.” “endeavor to 
atone for the wenknesses of his youth 
by uncompromising severity to all of- 
fenders brought before him.” The 
Cowper case will be found in Macaule -, 
where it is ably argued for the pris- 
oner.

CLIFF DWELLERS. 
DRIVEN FROM THEIR CITIES BY 
EARTHQUAKES. 

[Santa Fé Correspondence, Denver 
Republican:] Thomas J. Diven, an 
eminent archaeologidt, returned this 
week from an exploration tour of the 
Santa Clara cliff dwellers, near this 
city, and eums up his trip as follows: 
“I expect in some narrow gorge or 
crevice in the mountains to see a few 
holes dug into the rocks, like bear dens 
made by frightened fugitives to cecape 
from powerful enemies, the smoke on 
the walls about the only thing to prove 
they had ever been occupied by human 
beings. I found instead the remains 
of @ great people, the shell of a great 
| city as thrilling in interest as the ruine 
|} of Rome or Carthage, or the buried 
cities of Africa, or the pyramids of San 
_Juan or Cholulu in Mexico. At one time 
the cliff dwelling region was one great 
table land of soft sandstone. Outside 
of that region of sandstone there are 
no cliff dwellings. The flight of mt». 
lions of years has worn a broad, gently 
sloping valley, for the most part about 
700 feet deep, into that sandstone, leav- 
ing at places perpendicular cliffs, at 
others great flat-topped table lands of 
whitish yellow sandstone of about that 
height. The tops of those great tables 
are as flat and as level as a billfard 
table. Those cliffs, ranged usually in 
narrow terraces, are honeycombed with 
the abodes of human beings, looking at 
a distance of miles precisely like the 
nests of bank swallows. They extend 
up and down the valley for twenty 
miles. I could see them as far as the 
eye could reach. The whole valley and 
region ie grassy, has splendid wates 
oe is heavily wooded with cedar and 

pine. 
FEATURES OF THE CLIFF. 

“The place that I examined most 
closely was a great sandstone box 
about one mile long and a quarter of a 
mile broad, and about 800 feet high. 
With a narrow terrace in front of each 
row of dwellings were excavated resi« 
dences, some with one room, some with 
a series of back chambers, some with 
connecting chambers, all fronting to 
the light. Some had fronts walled up 
with cut stones, some with smal! doors 
cut out of the surrounding stone. Some 
had floors plastered over, some the en. 
tire rooms plastered. All were cov- 
ered and blackened with smoke. Prac- 
tically all had holes cut into the sides 
of the waile, something like lockers In 
veaesel, evidently used as storehouses 
or closets. 

‘The whole face of the cliff was 
carved above the doors with pictures 
of men, birds and animals. I saw at 
one place a series of concentric cir- 
cles, the only approach to ideagraphic 
writing I have ever seen in America. 
Along the whole cliff above the doors 
is a range of large holes, sunk deep in, 
evidently used as supports of beams of 
wood, showing that all had a sort of 
outside residence, or porch, as well as 
inside residence, all of which had. 
however, decayed. Except on top of 
the mesa where the Smithsonian Inati- 
tution representatives had excavated 
and thrown up a charred log, I saw not 
the remains of one piece of wood. Some 
of these residences were quite extensive 
and elaborate, evidently the abode of 
the richer or more powerful families. 
Others had only one little room with 
its outside porch or outside room. And 
they were innumerable. On that one 
rock alone there were over 1000 dwell- 
ings. I could see twice as many on 
other rocks within the range of my 
There ts a tunnel through the 


Both sides of the mesa are equally 
honeycombed with dwellings. I would 
estimate that 6000 people at one time 
occupied the four sides of the rock, not 
counting the top. bly 30,000 peo- 
ple at one time lived, made love and 
died on the faces of the cliffs in the 
little valley. 
RUINS OF A TOWN. 

“And now to the most: astounding 
fact of all. On the flat top of the mesa 
are the ruins of a well-built town of 
cut stone, iInclosing an square 
about 300 feet in diameter. It was not

“Who were the people and why did 
they abandon their city? They were 
the ancestors of all the Pueblo Indians 
now living in the Rio Grande Valiey 
and ite tributaries.

Absorption by a 
conqueror is not extinction. Treretere, 
the cliff dwellers —— the ancestors 

os. 

Indians voluntarily 
abandoned the cliff dwellings. Every 
thing proves it Their metates or 
grinding stones, the 6rape of their fire- 
places, their idols, their pottery, pre- 
clwely similar in design and manufac- 
ture to the remnante left in their cave 
dwellings. The beams that now sup- 


port the roofs of their adobe huts are 


precisely eimilar to the charred beams 
thrown up by the excavation made by 
the Smithsonian Inetitution. Their 
adobe residences bullt in terraces re- 
ceding with every story, with their 
porches of projecting beams, are 6im- 
ilar in design to the terraced rock cliffs 
they left behind. The little places in- 
side the adobe houses are precisely 
like the lockers or closets left behind 
by their ancestors. 

“Why then did they voluntarily 
change their nature and modes of liv- 
ing? For the reason that Pompeii and 
Herculaneum were abandoned. For the 
same reason that Sodom, Gomorrah and 
the other cities around the Dead Sea 
were abandoned—a powerful cataclyem 
of nature, operating with irresistible 
force on superstitious nature. The most 
casual inspection will convince one that 
since those dwellings were first con- 
structed a most tremendous earth- 
quake has shaken that region. In 
some cases the caves have been aeplit 
open half way into their depths, while 
the rocks, large a# houses. with marks 
of human workmanship, lie far below. 
Tn some cases enormous rocks, fallen 


from above, have struck the terrace and | 


then tipped back Into the openings, for- 
ever closing all egrees and ingress. 
Along the whole front We great and 
small rocks by the millions of tone, 
barring one’s progress ong the ter- 
races, but still showing the crude draw- 
ings that could have been made only 
by human hands. Vobcanic cones and 
lava streams not so far away are mute 
witnesses of the forces that caused this 
cataclyem. 

“The earthquake that ehook Charles- 
ton, 8. C., to Pieces, was a mere trem- 
Die to the force that tumbled the homes 
of the cliff dwellers over their heads. 

‘heir cursed their city for 
their sins. It was judgment in evic- 
tion from which there was no appeal. 
Like Adam and Five, driven from Eden, 
the world was all before them, where 
to choose. To this day the Puebios 
shun the place as accursed. Mot one 
of them can ever be perevaded to en- 
ter one of those dwellings.” 


A MODERN MIRACLE. 


OLD PAINTING FRANSFERRED TO 
| NEW CANVAS. 

{New Orleans Times-Democrat:) “Did 
you ever hear of transferring an old 
oll painting to a new canvas?” said a 
well known art connoisseur of this 
city. “The painting to which I refer 
had been o ‘ire -vample ef the early 
Italian school, but it had lain forg tien 
in a garret for many years and had 
become so encristed with dirt and 
grime that it was imposaihle to dis- 
tinguish any of the detaliis. Ordinarily 
it could have been cleaned without 
trouble, but tne damp and muv!d of 
two centuries hid rotted the canvas 
until it was ready to fall apart at a 
touch and scrubbing was, of -ourse, out 
of the question. That was the condition 
of things when it was taken in hand 
a few weeks ago by an expert restorer 
from Belgium, who happened to be 
in the city. The first thing he did was 
to glue a huge sheet of thick Manila 
paper firmly to the face of the picture. 
Then he turned it over and carefully 
picked off every particle of the old de- 
eaying canvas, revealing the rear sur- 
face of the paint itself. It required no 
end of patience, but the last thread was 
finally removed and nothing was left 
but the fragile shell of pigment. That 
he covered with the strongest fish glue 
and a new sheet of canvas was spread 
over it and pressed down, In a few 
hours it was perfectly dry and the 
painting was as firmly attached to its 
new foundation as if it had been there 
from the start. Nothing then remained 
but to take off the manila paper, which 
was readily done with hot water. After 
that the surface was thoroughly 
cleaned, and the picture is now almost 
as bright and clear as it was when it 
left the painter's easel. It seemed to 
him that a veritable miracle had been 
accomplished.” 


A GIGANTIC NET 


IT IS ONE WOVEN BY A CEYLON 
SPIDER. 


Ceylon is the home of the largest 
species of spider that has’ yet been 
made the subject of entomological in- 
vestigation. This web-sninning mon- 
ster lives in the most mountainous dis- 
tricts of that rugged island, and places 
his trap—tot a gossamer snare.of airy 
lightness, but a hu net of yellow silk 
from five to ten feet in diameter—acroas« 
the chasms and fissures in rocks, says 
Our Fellow-Creatures. 

The supporting guys of this gigantic 


net, which im all cases Is almost strong. 


enough for a hammock, are from five 
to twenty feet in length (as conditions 
and circumstances require,) made of a 
series of twisted webs, the whole being 
of the diameter of a lead pencil. As 
might be imagined, this gigantic silken 
trap is not set for mosquitoes, flies and 
pestiferous gnats. but for birds, gaudy 
moths, and elegantly-painted butter- 
flies, some of the latter having a spread 
of wing equal to that of a robin or 
a bluejay. 

Some extra-fine skeletons of smal! 
birds, lizards, snakes, etc., have heen 
found in these webs, with every vestige 
of flesh picked from them. The owner 
and maker of these queer silk trays is 
a spider with a body averaging four 
and one-balf inches in width, and six 
inches in length, and with legs nine to 
a inches from body to terminal 
ciaw.

GOLDEN AGES OF 
LITERATURE. 


XIV.—HOMER, DANTE AND MILTON. 
BY VIDA M. SCUDDER. 


It seems natural to group these three 
great epic poets together, but at least 
between Dante and Homer there are 
few points of contact. Nothing could 
better measure the distance in exper- 
lence traveled by the human race from 
the dawn of civilization to the culmi- 
nation, so’far, of Christianity as the 
contrast between the “Iiiiad” and 
“Odyssey” and the “Divine Comedy.” 

The scene of the Homeric poems is 
this earth. They show us men loving, 
hating, quarreling, fighting, dying, 
with a superb naturalness that comes 
fresh to us today through all the cen- 
turies since they were written. The 
“Iliad” shows us preéminently man 
the fighter and his foes are of flesh and 
blood. The “Odyssey” shows us pre- 
eminently man the wanderer, and the 
hero traverses the surface of a Wworid 
still teeming indeed with marvel, yet 
with all its marvels wholly open to the 
eye of sense. They are glorious poems. 
Their spell is cast on all who read them, 
from childhood to manhood. There is 
in them a joy of life, a vigor, a move- 


ment, an enthusiasm for all the natural ' 


activities and passions of men, which 
belong to the youth of the race and 
which we catch once more as we retreat 
within the Homeric horizon. 

The scene of the “Divine Comedy” of 
Dante is the soul of one individual 
man. We no longer follow the move- 
ment. of battles; we no longer sail 


‘gled with much that is exalted and 


Ways possess, in a sense, more action, 
variety, actuality and charm. Yet 
every dispassionate reader must rec- 
ognize, whether with joy or sorrow, 
the new regions entered and explored 
by ‘the soul of man and the new treas- 
ures brought from within between the 
time of the “Iliad” and “Odyssey and 
the time of the “Divine Comedy. 

There would seem at first sight to be 
more points of likeness between tailton 
and Dante. The “Paradise Lost’ like 
the “Divine Comedy” is a religious, 4 
Christian epic; both poems have for 
theme the ll and the redemption of 
man, both present wonderful pictures 
of hell and heaven. Yet, though they 
are indeed most interesting to compare, 
the longer one studies the more striking 
becomes the difference between the two 
poems. 

We must note at the beginning that, 
historically speaking, Milton subtends 
a much smaller arc than Dante. Dante 
‘is the poet of universal Catholicism; 
Milton the poet of English Puritanism 
of the seventeenth century. We should 
expect to find, as we do find, a cer- 
‘tain coldness, certain limitations, min- 


noble in its poet. A ve special type 
of theology, a type which did not en- 
dure very long the test of time, under- 
lies the intellectual structure of “Par- 
adise Lost.” Milton is extremely anx- 
ious to justify this Which he 
honestly considers to be the full ex- 
pression of the will of God. He 

usti the ways 0 man. 
ate never have occurred to Dante 
that the ways of God needed justifica- 
tion. In the “Divine Comedy Dante 
moves adoring in a world revealed by 
faith: in the “Paradise Lost” Miiton 
presents eloquently a world conceived

over the world. We penetrate deeper 
and deeper, then higher and higher, 
the experiences of a single individual. 
It is a strange transition. What does 
tM mean? It means that Christianity 
has come into the world, and has re- 
vealed that the fate of nations and the 
stirring of the peoples are of less ac- 
count in the eternal vision than those 
inward events and actions which de- 
termine the moral destiny of separate 
men, 

At first the older epic very likely 
seems the greater to us; assuredly the 
more entertaining. There is more ya- 
riety in it, a wider range of character 
and incident, perhaps, we think, a 
more healthful and cheerful tone. 
Now it is impossible to measure the 
great dmarinative treasures of the race 
against each other, or to say one is 
greater than another. To each star its 
own glory. And yet if we look deeper 
we shall hardly say that Homer is 
more cheerful than Dante. These an- 
cient epics are essentially, when an- 
alyzed, sad. Their gods are now 
friendly, now hostile, but always ca- 
pricious; their heroes largely the sport 
of fate: the loveliest woman in them 
the fatal Helen, the source of disaster, 
ruin and shame: when all the eager 
fighting is done it is hard to see that 
there is any worthy end to it all, and 
a great darkness awaits warriors and 
wanderers, the entire human race, as 
it passes out of sight into mystery. 

It is not because Dante holds, in a 
mechanical way, to a life beyond 
death that his poem seems to the 
thoughtful reader more fraught with 
hope and inward joy than that of the 
Greek world. It is because here and 
now he reveals eternity. Reading him, 
we feel how wonderfully life has been 
enriched, how its scope has broadened, 
how many new elements have entered 
it, as the race has gone on living, The 
range of emotion, of aim, of experience, 
both in joy and sorrow, is widened be- 
yond all words. It is of little use to 
make an assertion like this without 
proving it, but one must read Homer 
and Dante to see whether the thing is 
true. The love of woman In Dante is 
no longer a devouring fate, a bitter 
cause of strife: it has become holy, 
and it leads men up to God. Suffering 
is no longer the strange blight im- 
posed upon the race by a mysterious 
fate. Mysterious still—how otherwise. 
—it is yet fraught with redemptive 
power. An end of joy beyond all hu- 
man thought awaits the wanderer. 
The best of enduring happiness that 
the ancient world could conceive is 
recognized and given a place in Dante, 
but so has man’s power of imagining 
joy risen through the ages that this 
old pagan happiness is by Dante ac- 
tually put within the limits of hell. 
The elysian flelds, the paradise of an- 
tiquity, the happiest future for vir- 
tuous men that Homer or Virgil could 


dream of, are in his underworld. There | 


live forever all the noble men 
knew not Christ. They rest from their 
labors; théy wander on enameled 
meads: they abide in majestic dwell- 
ings; they share high converse undis- 
turbed by wrath or fear. Nor Homer 
nor Virgil could conceive a higher joy. 
But Dante knew a higher—a heaven of 
ecstacy and rapture into which no pa- 
gan -poet ever might soar. He had 
been reproached for leaving his great 
heathens in limbo, and we may regret 
that he put them there, but at least 
we must recognize that he gave them 
all they had ever wished, in fullest 
measure. 

The epic of antiquity, the epic of 
the outward Iife, will always have a 
wider appeal than Dante. It will al- 


who 


by theology. It is a very different 
matter. 

It follows that there is a deep per- 
sonal note in Dante’s poem that we do 
not find in Milton's. Milton wrote a 
most wonderful description of the Gar- 
den of Eden and of Adam and Eve in 
it. This description is one of the great 
things in literature. It is so powerful 
in beauty, in melody, in intellectual 
presentment, that for generations it 
fairly imposed on the English imagi- 
nation, and although it bore little re- 
lation to the mysterious, brief account 
of paradise and the fall in holy writ 
we still today mix up with Milton and 
the Bible. And yet with all the beauty 
of the description, we do not feel as if 
Milton had visited thé place. I am 
quite sure that Dante, in his own per- 
son, wandered in that little wood, 
where the breeze was blowing and the 
brook was flowing, on the top of Mount 
Purgatory. I am never, I confess, cer- 
tain that Milton's own feet had st ed 
through the winding paths of his Eden. 

The noblest part of the “Paradise 
Lost” is the marvelously exalted yet 
somber treatment of hell and of Luc- 
ifer. Every one knows the magnificent 
description of that dreary but impr2s- 
sive region of the shades; of Lucifer, 
“with faded splendor wan,” presiding, 
in dignity great as his anguish, over 
his concourse of grand though sinning 
demons, winging his way in awful 
flight through chaos, tempting Eve, de- 
spite a momentary visiting of remorse- 
ful agony, and returning to his dark 
realm, only to find that he presides by 
poetic justice splendidly conceived, no 
longer over infernal princes, but over 
infernal serpents. It is glorious work. 
Dante has nothing like it. There is 
a famous passage in Macauley’s youth- 
ful essay on Milton, comparing the 
conceptions of hell in Milton and in 
Dante, in which Macaulay says that 
Milton is far the greater because less 
definite, leaving more scope for his im- 
agination; and it has been pointed out 
again and again that Milton's hell and 


his devil have an unfailing dignity and 
grandeur, while Dante’s e often al- 
most absurdly grotesque. It is true. 


Nothing could be more strangely differ- 
ent, for instance, than the conceptions 
of Lucifer. Dante's Lucifer is no mag- 
nificently tragic, impressive, though 
fallen angel: he is a helpless, mon- 
strous creature. He sticks forever, mo- 
tionless at the lowest pofnt of hell, in 
the exact center of the earth; the 
weigtit of the whole material world 
pressing upon him from every side. 
From his three horrible ‘heads flow 
tears that perpetually freeze, he gnaws 
three chief sinners in his three jaws, 
and the slow waving of his bat-like 
wings diffuses an icy wind of death 
throughout the nethermost hell; for to 
Dante, cold, not fire, is the supreme 
expression of the second death. All 
this is very strange; far less appealing 
than Milton; yet if we think we may 
discover that Dante had a special 
meaning and had brooded long over the 
nature and function of evil before he 
presented Lucifer as he did. 
Meanwhile, when we turn to com- 
paring the heavens of the two poets, 
Macaulay's distinction becomes en- 
tirely false; one questions if he had ever 
read anything in Dante -beyond the 
“Inferno.” For Milton’s heaven is a 
large, definite country, with precise ge- 
ography, up somewhere in the sky. 
Dante’s is infinite though ordered 
space. The heaven of “Paradise Lost’”’ 
is surrounded by a crystal battlement: 
the rebel.angels have their country 
seats in the northern part of the land: 
when they are in the final conflict 
routed by the Messiah, they are driven 
back to the battlement, and, breaking 


well to compare them with Dante’ 
quite differently and tan 
more mystically conceived—leas io« 
quacious, less like intelligent statesmes 
on a heroic scale; more like spiritua) 
forces focused and made visible. There 
is one point, at all events, and this 
most important, where no one can 
question which of our two poets is the 
greater—the treatment of the Deity. 
Here Milton made a great mistake, fou. 
he brought God directly upon the 
made him talk, and moreover, of 
all the subjects In the world, on 
ology. The anthropomorphic method of 
“Paradise Lost” is obsolutely obnoxe 
lous here. Dante was wiser; it is nog 
for us to say whether his greater wis« 
dom sprung from deeper reverence, 
God, in his “Paradiso,” is all-pervasive, 
and the consciousness of every spirit 
in paradise is fixed on Him alone; but 
He is unapparent, and even at 
climax, where the beatific vision is ate 
tained, we see that vision only In & 
symbol, and we understand fits nature 
rather from the wondrous . 
of Dante’s passion than from any otheg 
cause. 
. Indee@ we may as well say frankly 
that out of the seriptures no has 
been successful in depicting feaven— 
a state of unshadowed light, untroubie@ 
joy—except Dante. The more one 
studies the “Paradiso,” the more wone- 
derful it appears. And the reason why 
Dante has succeeded where all others 
have failed is because he alone has, 
so far as man can 40, @iscarded an- 
thropomorphism and adopted a method 
wholly symbolic. His saints and 7 
gels do not appear to us In the ¥y. 
they are described simply by deepening 
light, by shifting, dreamlike symbol, 
Tt is impossible to suggest the manifold 
forms of beauty in which the Ufe of 
the blessed is revealed. They are man< 
ifest as rainbows and flowers, as danc< 
ing lights, as reflections in clear wat 
as flying birds of light, as rubies in t 
sun, a8 a golden stairway mounting up- 
ward, as a crown, as stars losing t 
selves in a deepening day, as a river 
of light, and, finally, as a celestial 
rose—the rose of the biessed, wherin 
all the saints, tier after tier, intox< 
fcated by the fragrance of that wore 
dertul world-flower, sit toward 
the golden center, which is God. As 
he sees all these images of eo 
Dante’s mood is one of worship a 
joy unspeakable.

The Eighth Ward. 

EV. DANA 8S. BARTLETT, pastor 
of Bethlehem Institutional Church, 
spoke at the afternoon meeting 
at the Y.M.C.A. rooms yesterday, 
choosing as his theme “The Eighth 
Ward,” the district in whicn his church 
is located.

“It will be only a short time before 
the inhabitants of the cities outnum- 
ber those of the country.

In the Eighth Ward we have 
to face many of the problems that 
exist in many of the larger eastern 
cities. We have many poor people 
there; more in numbers and in the 
depth of their poverty than many of 
our citizens dream . The worst 
street of the city is in our ward, but 
it is not supported by the inhabitants 
of that ward by any means. Sixty- 
five saloons, one third of all there are 
in the city, are crowded into this ward. 
We have one-fortieth of the area of the 
city and one-hinth of the population, 
and only two churches. We have the 
¥rench and Italian quarters and the 
German and Spanish people scattered 
through the whole ward. The politica! 
conditions of the ward are under the 
control of the worst elements of the 
city. The ublic schools are doing 
much to reform the condition of the 
people. With the lecture course esta- 
lished by the Macy-street school, an 
the reading-room opened under the 
auspices of the public library. many 
of the boys and young men who for- 
merly spent their evenings on thea 
street, now fill up these tww places. But 
we need to get close to these people 
socialiv if we would really reform and 
help them to better things. Through 
the free dispensary, the evening 
classes and the visitation of workers 
supported by Bethlehem Church, we 
are reaching many of them. The Holy 
fririt is touching and transforming 
many of their hearts. We ask the 
sympathy and the material help of the 
Christians of the city.”

(Horses date their ages from August 
1, so the St. Leger is never run in the 
Same year as the Derby.) All of 
Boiardo’s daughtérs produced well, so 
it can be seen he was “a worthy son 
of a worthy sire.” 

In the first generation Orlando was 
just as far ahead of Neumeister as 
could be, for he led all sires for four 
seasons to Neumeister’s one, and got 
Teddington, far superior to Musjed or 
Hermit. And as a brood mare sire; 
Orlando was worth a dozen such sires 
as Neumeister, whose daughters were 
exceptionally weak. Indeed, the great 
Carbine is the only first-class horse 
I know of that contains the blood 
of Neumeister through a daughter. 
On the other hand, see the horses that 
are descended from the daughters of 
Orlando. There is George Fomard, 
winner of the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and the only son of Stockwell now 
alive; Friar’s Bal one of the best 
sons of Hermit, if not his very best; 
Craig Millar, St. Leger and Doncaster 
Cup of 1875. And while we are on this 
subject, let us not forget that Rayon 
d’Or, best four-year-old of 1880 and the 
only really good three-year-old of the 
previous year, was a male descendant 
of Orlando. My belief is that Plaudit 
will be the horse to perpetuate this 


Just where Ithuriel comes in as the 
peer of Orlando or anywhere within 
three town blocks of him, I am at a 
total loss to understand, Ithuriel got 
Iris, a winner of the Oaks, and nothing 
of noté claims her as a parent. He got 
Longbow, who ran second to Stockwell 
in the great Yorkshire stakes, and 
got the Oaks winner, Feu de Joie. 
Longbow got Sagitta also, winner of 
the One Thousand Guineas, and Tox- 
ophilite, winner of the Grand Duke 
Michael Stakes, and second to Beads- 
man in the Derby. Toxophilite got 
Belphoebe, winner of the e Thou- 
sand Guineas, and that great stallion, 
Musket, whose get added at least $500,-

A BURNING CLIFF. 


ARCTIC COAL DEPOSIT AFIRD 
FROM TOP TO BOTTOM. | 

[New York Herald:} The most ex- 
traordinary feature of the Arotic re- 
gions has now been discovered. It is 
a burning cliff 2000 feet in height and 
twenty miles long, the whole of which 
is a mass of fiames and smoke. 

This amazing discovery has been 
made by Porf. A. J. Stone of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History. Prof.
